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Frontier. He was obliged, by continued ill-hoalth, 
to leave Assur on sick certificate eatly in April, 
and T learn with regret that he has received a 
medical certificate to the effect that he ought not 
to return to Assam. Lieutenant Howey shewed 
himself a remarkubly intelligent Officer during 
the time he remamed in the Luckimpore District ; 
but having been permitted to make an ex- 
change of appointment with Lieutenant, 
Jonnston, he left Asm in February, Lieute- 
nant Johnston, who joined at Debrooghur at 
the end of March, has been in charge since the 
begining of April, when Major Forayth left, Tle 
har some kaowledge of the District, and. is ex- 
tremely anxions to do his duty, and will in time 
make a valuable Officer ; but in my opinion an 
Officer of higher standing and long experience 1 
requited for this Distnet. Mr. Cawley has not 
hitherto diaplayed any high qualifications thoughhe 
appears perfectly willing. Tle hus been‘ lately in 
chuxge of the Sub-District Luckimporo. 


34, Durrung.—Mr. Stack was directed in Sep- 
tember to join this District, and he reached it early 
in October, He was accompanied by Mr. 
McSweeney, who, on account of #)-health, had been 
transferred from Gowalparrah, Mr. Stack took 
great pains to make himself’ acquainted with his 
Distnct, and nssumed full charge on the lst 
November. Recrurts are with difficulty obtained 
m Durrung, and the numbers as sanctioned have 
not been completed. It is hoped that some men 
from the Kamroop Regiment way be induced to 
take service in this District. 





35, Mr. Stack was an Officer of considerable 
experience uaa Deputy Megistrate, and was thus 
most useful in the introduction of the néw system. 
He was also most active and intelhgent. As I 
have mentioned, in speaking of the Nowgong 
District, be was for a time put in charge of that 
District in addition to his own. Unfortunately he 
was attacked by fever at the latter end of March 
and was compelled to leave. His services have 
since been transferred to another Circle, 
Mr. McSweeney I have already spoken as connected 
with Gowalparrah. The state of his health obliged 
um to quit Assam in Deeemben and he has 
been transferred to another Circle, Mr. Lorimer 
wus transferred to this District m January, when 
I found it necessary to remove Lieutenant John- 
stun to Nowgong. Since Mr Stack’a departure 
he has bean in sole charge of the District, as 
Mr. Brownlow, why hus been appointed, has nat yet 
jowed. Mr. Lorimer is very painstaking and 
‘thoroughly an\ions to do his duty, but I do not at 
prevent consider him capable of praperly exereising 
the charge of a District.

\me sutisfaction whilst he remuined in tho ilills, 
but at the end of Novembor he was ordered to 
leave on medical certificate, and has since gone to 
| England, Assistant Superintendent Bhor Sing 
‘has, I think, fully anawered the expectations that 
!were entertained when the Lieutenant-Governor 
conferred the appointment upon bim He has 
* been on all oceastone present with tho Police when

88. The formation of the temporary Police 
sanctioned for Jynteah has boen commenced and 
will be pushed on as quickly as possible; but, I am 
somewhat doubtful of being able to entertain 
the full auctioned number befure vome woeks 
shull have elapsed. 


39. In ull the Districts of Assam Proper, with 
the exception of Sectungar, the organization of 
the Police is being steadily proceeded with. The 
Militia Company and the whole of the old Police 
Establishments will have been absorbed before the 
Ist of May. Instruction has been uniformly in 
troduced both in drill and in the duties of Police 
as laid down in the Code of Criminal Procedure 
and in Act V. of 1861. But 1 must take the 
opportunity of pointing out the serious disadvan- 
tages under which I have labored in the lose of 60 
many Officers just when they had begun to be 
useful, and when their vervices were most valu- 
able. ’ At the time Tam now writing there is not 
asingle District in the Assam Circle, except the 
Kussyah Hills, which has its proper complement 
of Officers present. Since the latter raphs 
were written I have learned that both ants 
Chambers and Mr. Daly, of the Gowalparrah Dis- 
trict, have fone wey sick in anticipation of leave, 
and out of thirteen European Officers who were 
first appointed to the Assam Cirele only five now 
remain; whilat, taking the whole list of appoint- 
ments first to last, I have lost the services of

there are only two Districts out of geven, tis, 
Kamroop and the Kasyzh Hills, whieh are ‘under 
wach superintendence as I should desire to have.

2. The information will be found abstracted in 
the Statement accompanying this Jeter, and Tam 
4o offer the following remarks on the subyeet. 

3. The seavyn 1462 has been alomst aniversally 
a had one in respect to the Cotton cultivation, ‘There 
hias been (oo much rain, and over-moisture is inimival 
to the development of the plant. Our previons 
expectations of the gross out-turn have consequently 
not been fully realized. Thus, whilst the yield was 
estimated at aboveYurty-seven millions of pounds, 
the uctual ont-turn, us estimated ut tho close of the 
veason, only amounts to about thirty.seven millions 
of pounds, thi is about ten millions of pounds less, 
"The injury done to the crop by the superabundanve 
of rain is, however, not fully represented by the 
deficit of out-turn just mentioned, for it has since 

considered that.a largor area was under Catton

This Return 
shews that there has beet’ an increase singe the 
15th June of 1,910 plants of the best apecies of 
| Cinchoma, the only “ones propagated. ‘The pro- 

ion” of these plunts ia much below what 
would have been accomplished had I been able to 
supply pots in sufficient quantity. Although 1 
despatched several thousand pots from Culeutta in 
the first fortnight of July, none reached Darjeeling 
until the 27th August. “The result of this delay 
has been that no cuttings could be “ potted off,” 
and none made until the arrival of these pots. 
Still no damage has been ewused by the delay and 
the only losa that has occurred is the passing 
away of two months of the most favorable season 
of the year for propagativa, while the plants 
intended for propagation worb covered. with 
vigorous shoots, each of which might now have 
Leen a well rooted plant.

tion of health, and of that particular standard of 
perfection which it is thougnt advisable to main- 
tain? And yot in the so-called cultivation of 
Bombye Mori this necessary precaution has been 
neglected for 4,503 years ! 

What wonder, then, T again demand, that, 
under the combined effects of artificial and bad 
feeding, want of hght and [ree ventilation, toze. 
ther with the constant and unyuryimg interbrecd= 
ing of a debilitated and well nigh exhhusted stock, 
tle insect should have become subject to a multi- 
tude of maladies, the loss of its constitution, and 
threntened ar no distant period to become extinet ?

an experienced Superintendent of Silk Filatures,

or in Europe, and proceeds’ from disease in the 
glands attached to the ovipositor, and which do 
not seerete the gum necessary to attach the egg, 
‘A few will, of course, always be fousd to adhere 
at first, but so slightly that the least touch causes 
them to fall.

One of the chief objects L bad in viety in com- 
ing to Nunclow was to see a ‘Tea Garden said to 
have been planted by David Scott. Thad not 
visited it on my way from Assam as 1 was told 
the garden contained but a few orange trees. I 
found that the garden was entirely neglected, no 
boundary or trace of one remainme ; it has ther 
fore been open to cattle for ye The garden 
contained about four hundred Tex shrubs. These 
had heen planted a great deal too close together, 
that is, with space only of from two to two and 
ahalf feet, and had thus run up into poles ten or 
twelve feot high. The leaf, however, appeared to 
be unusually large and the shrubs ax healthy as 
could be expected under the circumstances. ‘The 
plants were, in my opinion, too much exposed: 
All Plantations in the Hills should have a western 
aspect, that is, be upon slopes fucing the west. 
‘Many of the shrubs had thrown up strong and 
Yigorous shoots from the roots. There his been 
report current that Tea would not thrive in the 
Hills, and I was most anxious to ascertain, by 
personal inspection, how far this report was found- 
ed in fact. From what 1 have seen 1 have no 
reason to doubt but that with ordinary care the 
plant will thrive in most. stions, at least those 
not exceedings4,000 feet elevation, and not exposed 
Tike Cherre,to deluges of rain, Mr. Hudson has 
for some years collected about a maund apd e half 
of oged from the Nunelow sbrubs.

2. On the fivst occasion (1861-62) a single 
Prize of 10,000 2 ffered, but there 
were only two competitors lor it, and. it was ad- 
judged to Mena. Pischer and Co.; the Cotton of 
the other Exinbitor, Pilee Reddy, being so in. 
fortor, that in lact the cofupetition was naminal. 
Jast year, m the hop of securing more 
extended competition, mine Hiiges, ranging from 
Rupees 2,000 to Ruy cen 500, were offvred, and the 
nmom extent of md under enltivation was 
aed from 30 to Li acces, ‘These measures

eunfertanately hecw wholly unsnccesstul, and 
on the hist eecasion Mesas. fa cher & Co, were 
the only Exlubitors. ‘The Chmuber of Commerce 
report highly of Messrs Fischer's samples of 


Bonbon and Ocppum, valuing the former at 28d. 
and the latter at, Iv. per Ib in Liverpool at the 
ruhng. prices of June list. ‘The yicld of clean 
Cotton per acre was # little more than 60 Ibs, in 
the ease of the Bourbon, and neurly 414 Ibs, im the
